According  lo  the  records,  I  have  taught  approximately  five  thousand  young  men  and 
women  during  the  past  nineteen  years.  They  all  passed  my  way  through  the  Department 
of  Dramatic  and  Radio  Arts.  The  majority  of  them  were  looking  for  something — their  eyes 
were  in  search  of  something  that  would  identify  them  with  the  world — their  minds  were  in 
search   of   something   *hal    would   enrich    their  lives. 

Many  wanted  to  tear  down  the  barriers  of  timlidity  that  held  such  a  tight  grip  on  their 
freedom  of  expression.  Others  wanted  to  be  a  part  of  something  that  would  introduce  them 
to  new  friends,  open  new  areas  of  participation  and  find  a  place  where  they  were  wanted. 
There  were  some  who  found  a  home  within  the  walls  of  this  school,  and  as  they  worked,  they 
grew  in  statue  and  wisdom.  They  stand  like  giants  today  as  a  tribute  to  the  "South's  Out- 
standing Theatre  for  Youth."  Each  day  their  lives  unfold  some  of  the  values  they  learned 
while  building  scenery,  making  a  costume  or  playing  the  role  of  a  king.  The  true  beauty  of 
the  theatre  never  washes  out  of  their  blood.  The  hand  of  approval  (the  applause)  or  such 
words  from  patrons  as,  "You  did  well,"  or  "I  never  dreamed  you  could  do  that,"  and  the 
isoH  proud  words  of  parents  as  they  smile  and  say,  "We  are  so  proud!"  are  more  valuable  to, 
the  boys  growth  than  all  the  wealth  of  the  world.  These  words  encourage  ambition,  give  sun- 
shine to  happiness,  and  spark  the  bud  of  hope  to  open  into  a  beautiful  flower,  casting  its 
beauty  around   and  about   lhem. 

To  feed  these  five  thousand  students  with  the  knowledge  they  were  in  search  of  has 
taken  hundreds  of  hours  of  preparation  and  rehearsals.  The  Goldmasquers  have  produced 
over  one  hundred  and  fifteen  three-act  plays  and  forty-four  one-act  plays.  One  hundred  and 
forty-eight  sets  have  dressed  the  stage,  approximately  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
twenty-five  youna  actors  have  had  their  excursion  behind  the  footlights  while  two  thousand 
and  six  hundred  have  hovered  in  the  side  wings  or  stood  above  them  on  the  Cat-Walk  and 
have  given  their  talents  to  the  total  success  of  the  production. 

I  have  heard  their  cries  in  the  night  as  they  come  from  broken  homes,  asking,  "Who  am 
I"  and  "What  am  I  doing  on  this  earth?"  In  moments  of  relaxation  they  have  expressed  their 
wishes  and  concern  of  the  future.  Some  were  so  afraid  of  thai  vast  space  called  the  world  be- 
cause parents  had  tailed  to  give  them  the  security  to  face  life.  Others  pressed  on  with  a  great 
determination  to  be  successful,  despite  their  hardships.  I  have  stood  in  their  shadows  and 
have  admired  their  efforts.  Some  have  become  doctors,  lawyers,  radio  technicians.  TV  per- 
sonalities, artists,  and  good  honest  American  citizens — that  I  call,  "The  Salt  of  the  Earth." 

These  nineteen  years  have  been  filled  with  rich  experiences.  I  have  met  some  wonder- 
ful boys  and  qirls  who  have  become  my  friends  for  life. 

I  have  been  privileged  to  observe  my  first  students  climb  the  ladder  to  success.  It  is 
rewarding  to  see  them  take  their  places  in  this  complex  and  fast  moving  world  and  know 
they  have  the  strength  to  endure.  I  have  asked  for  lonq  hard  hours  under  strict  regulations, 
for  I  knew  the  worid  did  not  owe  them  anything — -but  that  they  owed  the  world  a  rich  and 
fruitful  life.  They  were  taught  not  to  cry  and  whine,  but  to  charge  ahead  and  to  master  life. 
The  spoiled  and  sheltered  were  asked  to  put  away  their  "baby  clothes"  and  become  men 
and  women  worthy  of  their  name.  The  unfortunate  and  poor  were  reminded  that  they  had  a 
great  heritage  in  Life  and  they  were  encouraged  to  seek  its  richest  blessings  from  the  hand 
of  God,  who  places  no  distinction  on  His  creation.  Those  who  possessed  great  talents  were 
taught  to  be  humble  for  they  were  fortunate.
